STUTTGART, Aug. 5.—Count Zeppe- 
lin’s airship was completely destroyed 
this afternoon by an explosion of the 
motors. The aluminum framework was 
torn asunder, releasing the big gas bags, 
which disappeared in the clouds. 

The explosion resulted, from the ben- 
gine motor catching fire while workmen 
were welding ‘the metal propeller. 

Beveral persons were working on the 
ship at the time and were severely in- 
jured, thouch the Count escaped. No 
One, as far as can be learned, was in 
the ship when it disappeared. It i« 
practically certain that the big vessel 
wh be completely destroyed. 


Accident Caused Stop,

“My wife is still suffering, and after 
I had 14 doctors I was in despair. Fin- 
ally my sister, Mrs. €izabeth Bermel, 
3146 Iowa avenue, said Mrs. Wunder- 
lich knew of some herb which might 
cure her.

She then said that the 
hoodoo was very stubborn and would 
not leave unless we took desperate 
measures, 

“She brought a piece of meat which 
she said was from a live dog.

Did you ever hear such fool- 
ishness? But we believed it. 

“Then she hid a plece of ‘meat under 
& corner of the carpet. Then she asked 
me for money, saying it was necessary 
to go out to a cemetery. 

“The next thing she asked me for

be blessed and leave there for a while. 
I gave it to her. 

Wanted $60 for a Photo. 

May 3 she promised to give me a pho- 
tograph of three -old women, who she 
said had put the hoodoo on my wife. It 
would be an easy matter then to find 
them and make them remove it. This 
would cost $60. I told her I didn’t have 
the money and didn't know where to 
raise it. She said she knew two girls 
who would lend it to her if I would 
promise to pay it back to them, and I 
was to raise the other $10. I went out 
and borrowed the 10 and gave it to her. 

“I had given hér $110 in all up to this 
time, and was just beginning to get wise 
to the fact that Iwas being fooled. I 
went to the Board of Health and told 
the doctors there what I had done and 
they helped me swear out a warrant 
against Mrs. Wunderlich.”

The International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Woreks has requested Attor- 
ney-General Hadley to intestigate the 
Fire Prevention Bureau of St. Louis, 
to ascertain whether it has the right to 
charge for making inspections of elec- 
tric wiring. The Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. specifies that it will not 
connect with the wiring in any build- 
ing until it has been inspected and ap- 
proved by the Fire Prevention Bureau, 
which wil] not issue a certificate until 
it has been paid a fee. 


H. W. Sanborn, representing the elec- 
trical workers, says in a letter to Mr. 
Hadley that the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau's report shows that it is making a 
charge for electrical inspections without 
authority of law, while it is making all 
other classes of inspections free. 

“It is a well-known fact,”’ he tells the 
Attorney-Gcneral, “that there is an un- 
derstanding between them (the Fire 
Prevention Bureau and the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co.) that the light- 
ing company will not connect to a new 
service here until there is a certificate 
issued by the so-called St. Louis Fire 
Prevention Bureau, and that the cer- 
tificate will not be issued until it has 
been paid for.” 

A copy of the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau's report, which is quoted from, 
shows that it received $7 834.53 for elec- 
trical inspections in 1906.

With 
the new Central Library to cost $1,260,- 
000, the new postoffice, hospital and 
insane asylum, each to cost $1,000,000, 
and the new municipal buildings to cost 
between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000, the con- 
tractors are expecting heavy work. The

Sucessful Exhibition of Airship 
Made Previous to Of- 
ficial Tests. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The new mil- 
itary dirigible balloon: built by Capt. 
Thomas S. Baldwin, for the United 
States Army, made a successful pre- 
liminary flight’ yesterday, with Capt. 
Baldwin piloting and Glen H. Curtiss 
handling the motor. 

Some minor alteration will be made 
as a result of the knowledge gained by 
the flight, and this evening, Capt. Bald- 
win expects to make another flight pre- 
liminary to the official tests.

INVESTIGATION SOUGHT 





Surprising Unanimity Shown 
in Balloting for State 
Candidates. 





An analysis of the vote in St. Louis at 
Tuesday's primary election shows many 
queer things, which have surprised the 
politicians. 

The Fourth Ward is the Dem- 
ocratic Gibraitar of the East End. It 
usually rolis up from 1800 to 2500 majori- 
ty orf election day, but not more than 700 
voters turned out there yesterday. The 
Third, which is a smaller ward in point 
of Democratic population, polled 1660 
votes, or 100 per cent more than twice 
the number cast in. the Fourth. 


Pecullarity in the Third. 


The Third adjoins the Sixteenth on 
the west. While the Seventeenth and 
Other adjacent wards were polling 800 
Or 900 votes, the teenth cast nearly 
2000. 

Campbell Cummings was thought to 
have many friends in the Miles strong 
hold, but when the returns came in it 
was found that Walsh had a majority 
ot 1800 over Cummings. There are not 
more than 2600 Democratic votes regis- 
tered from that ward and yet it polled, 
or is sail to have polled, more than 70 
per cent of the total! Democratic vote. 

Large Vote Surprises, 

It is reported that several of the 
Gefeated candidate will investigate 
Tuesday's primary closely. : 

“I was surprised at the size of the 
vote,”” remarked a leader Friday.’’ We 
had been keeping tab all day and fig- 
ured the Democratic vote in the city 
would not go beyond 25,000. But it did. 
It went 9000 over our figure. Where the 
work was done, or the voters brought 
to the polls io bring out such a heavy 
vote, is a mystery. 

Daley Men Win Easily. 

All the Jocal candidates who received 
the solid support of the Miles-Daley 
crowd won with ease. The wishes of 
the large mass of non-politician voters 
cut little figure. Daley, Miles and others 
“passed the word down the line,” and 
the returns made by the judges and 
clerks showed that the results are as 
ordered, 

Walsh for Cireult Attorney, for in- 
stance, out of a total of 13,352 votes, re-. 
ceived 1559 In Miles’ ward, the Third, 
1829 in the Sixteenth, controlled by Miles 
through his. lieutenant, “Boots’’ Bren- 
nan, nearly 1000 in Daley’s ward, the 
Twenty-second, and 1149 in the Fifth, a 
Butler stronghold. 

As an illustration of the Miles meth- 
od, only 23 vutes were scattered among 
the other six candidates for Circuit At- 
torney in the Third Ward. The same 
condition prevailed in these wards in 
regard to all other offices where a 
“slate’’ candidate or candidates had 
been positively agreed on. 

The Third Ward cast about 1540 votes 
each for Bass, MacManus and Rodgers. 
All the other eight candidates were 
given something. Woerner got three, 
Walker two,-Frumberg. Il and Barrett 
18 It cast 1552 votes for Morrissey for 
Sheriff and 623 for Parker for Coroner. 
It gave Overall for Public Administra- 
tor 15646 and Newell 30. 

Like Walsh, Morrissey and Bass were 
on the Daley slate and on other slates 
as well as on the Miles slate and 
they won out. Daley, however, stuck to 
Newell for Public Administrator. His 
ward gave Newell 876 to 187 for Over- 
all. Overall lost. » 

Unanimity Among Voters, 

The returns from the Third, Twenty- 
second and Sixteenth wards show a sur- 
prising unanimity among both the Re- 
publicans and Democrats of those baili- 
wicks. In many of the precinct returns, 
there was no difference among the vo- 
ters for any office. The solid vote of 
the precinct was cast for each candidate 
on either side credited with receiving 
any votes, 

Returns from the Twelfth precinct of 
the Third Ward were the first to be re- 
turned to the Election Commissioners 
Tuesday night. This report was turned 
in at 8:30, an hour and a half after 
the polls closed. It gave 170 votes for 
each Democrat who received any. In 
the rush, Miles for committeeman, Cow- 
gill for State Treasurer and Major for 
Attorney General were overlooked and 
received nothing. But every other Dem- 
ocrat on the slate got exactly 170 votes 
and each opponent received nothing. 

This precinct’s slate included Cow- 
herd, Painter, Roacn, Long, Winters, 
Graves, Christy Bryan, Gill, Bass, Mac- 
Manus and Rodgers, -.inney, McAdams, 
McQuade and Moroney, Walsh, Morris- 
aey, Parker Overall. 

In the same*ward 108 votes were cast 
solidly the same way in the First pre- 
cinct, 199 in the Second, 83 in the Sixth, 
162 in the Third, 190 in the Bighth and 
232 in the Eleventh. In the Eighth the 
unanimity was varied for Governor only 
where two of Ae 19 votes received by 
the other candidates were taken away 
from Cowherd and one each given to 
Ball and Stapel. In the Eleventh Pre. 
cinet each slate Republican got 2%. votes. 

Precinct 3 of the Sixteenth Ward, 
which was reported, also presented un- 
animous results, The same Democratic 
candidates were favored, except that for 
Cireuit Judge R. F. Walker got 7%, 2 
each being taken from each of the 
three slate candidates. Each of the Re- 
publicans who got anything here got 
%. The anti-Howe men were favored, 
Fensky, Tourvilie, Wait, Homer, He.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Irish-Ameri- 
cans, under the leadershtp of a number 
of their wealthy fellows of this city, 
have organized the $1,000,000 Irish Min- 
ing and Development Co., tnder the 
laws of Nevada, to develop a gold mine 
recently opened in Ireland and incident- 
ally to bring to the front’ other mineral 
wealth of the Emerald Isle. 

The present prospect indicates that 
within a short time favored parts of 
Ireland will be seized with an epidemic 
of gold fever not unlike that known-in 
many parts of America. ; 

Gold, copper and iron rich in quan- 
tity—rich enough probably to pave the 
way to the national freedom Ireland 
has been fighting for, has been found 
in the Inishowen district of Denegal. 

James Johnson of Anfrim road, Ire- 
land, brought the news to América d 
interested some of the native sons he. 
The Board of Directors of the new com- 
pany numbers many well-known Irish- 
Americans, among them Patrick Gaitla- 
gher, P. T. Powers, P. J. McNulty, 
Harry G. Bannon, John J. Murphy, 
John D. Foley, Patrick J. Maguire, 
Peter McGinn, Edward T. McCrystal, 
Charles J. Crowley, John Lafferty and 
John J. O'Flaherty. 

Minerals in Sight for Years,

‘The United States have been trium- 
phant chiefly because of the develop- 
ment of their mineral resources, and 
development of Ireland's natural riches 
will do much for her.” 

P: .T. Powers, a director and vice- 
president of the new company, tells how 
he discovered gold in Ireland. 

“I: was over to gather exhibits for 
the Irish Fair,” he says, “when I heard 
there was gold in Ireland. The day I 
was to leave Mr. Johnson called for me 
in an automobile: He said he wanted 
to take me for a ride. We started for 
the country, and the first 1 knew we 
were too far gone to get back in time 
for my train.

MILLION MORE BUSHELS 
_ OF WHEAT THIS YEAR; CORN 
CROP WILL BREAK RECORD 


Increased Average in Both Grains 
Shown in Tennessee Reports— 


Cotton and Tobacco Better. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 5.—From 
the latest information that nas reached 
Agri- 
culture the corn crop of the State this 
year will break all records. The crop 
is generally reported to be doing well 
and the acreage this year is greater 
by 10 per cent than ever before, 

Crop conditions: throughout the 
State are reported to be favorable ex- 
cept that in Middle and West Tennes- 
see there has been more rain than was 
needed, while East Tennessee has 
been experiencing a drouth. 

While the estimated yield of wheat 
for the St'ate shows only one bushel 
to the acre increase, yet this amounts 
to a great deal when it is noted that 
there are one million acres in wheat 
in Tennessee this year and this means 
a million more bushels than last year.

The Health Department was notified 
by: a neighbor and made an investiga- 
tion.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Efforts to stamp 
out gambling in baseball will immedi- 
ately be made by the American League. 
President Johnson of the League, it is 
announced today, will issue a bulletin 
to every American League club calling 
attention to the prevalence of betting 
and asking each club owner to enforce 
to the letter the section in the League 


constitution 2 betting. 
President Johnson figures that, in or- 
der to discourage the gamblers, it may 
be necessary to piace under arrest ev- 
ery one caught making bets at a ball 
park. If the city police cannot be 
trusted to enforce the order he will 
recommend that the club ners as- 
sign a force of private detectives to fer- 
ret out the bettors and these receiving

ably consume food costing at wholesale , 


more than $4,000,000. This is seen at 
once, when it is noted that the expense 
for coal on the same line was but $7,- 
000, and thefr consuming capacity is no- 
toriously greater than that of passen- 
gers. 
“ate champagne, which is said to 
— an excalleni cure and for that matter 
a preventive of seasickness, passengers 
last year pulled the plugs out of only 
a few more than 51,000 bottles of cham- 
pagne. 

When it comes to claret the figures 
jump s0 respectably that it is seen 
that a man may raise a thirst some- 
where west of Suez. Of that ruddy bev- 
erage’ the first-class passengers  con- 
sumed 129,209 bottles. But the consump- 
tfon by the third-class passengers make 
‘that appear a mere tipple by compari- 
son, for those in the steerage joyfully 
drank not less than 121,297 gallons. 

Some Brandy and Beer. 

Of the various grades of brandy the 
passengers consumed 20,641 bottles and 
78,3884 gdllons. But these are after all 
trifling nips, for of beer more than 
half a million gallons were drunk. 

The recent installation of the a la 
carte system in restaurants of the mod- 
liners accounts for an amazing 
growth in the consumption of delicacies. 
Restaurant diners on the liners whose 
figures are being considered, consumed 
many thousand partridges, snipe, quails, 


pheasants, grouge, canvas-back ducks. 


They demanded hundreds of thousands 
of live lobsters and crawfish, of fresh 
little-necks, blue-points and_ soft-shell 
crabs. 

They consumed such a quantity of 
green turtle soup that the, chefs had to 
use 13,407 pounds of fresh turtle in its 
making. 

Coming to the more substantia! ar- 
‘ticles of diet it is found that of fresh 
‘beef there were used 8,311,927 pounds, 


- and of pork and veal and mutton about 


three-quarters of a million pounds of 
each. Potatoes to go with these weighed 
in excess of 10,u.u tons, a very fair 
cargo in itself.

6,600,000 and@ of calves’ liver and bacon

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—And so they 
were divorced and lived happily ever 
after. This is the finis written on the 
romance of the modern novelist of note 
for, judging from the matrimonial mis- 
fits of literary lights, temperament rath- 
er than temper is disrupting domesticity. 

To preach and to practice love, ac- 
cording to the wielders of the pen, are 
two very different things, for the aver- 
age author, though an expert at tHe 
art of writing Utopian tales, is unable 
to live up to one of his own romances. 
Instead he sheds the shackles of mat- 
rimony as quickly as the divorce. mills 
can grind out the desired decree. And 
why is it that love and literature seem 
to be divorced? 

Genis, so it would appear, is a domes- 
tic Gespot with whom it is hard to live, 
for he who worships at the shrine of 
the muse is usually a peevish partner. 
Fascinated with the production of a 
heroine, an ideal of his own brain, in- 
toxicated with the romantic scenes 
evolved by his perverted pen, the weaver 
of whims, wars ‘and weeps forgets that 
a flesh and blood heroine is languishing 
at his own fireside fed on a continuous 
diet of dull domesticity. . 

Leve Cold at Breakfast Table, 

Love, which in black type he has 
made a burning thing, turns cold when 
inspected across the breakfast table. 

Instead of the mad emotion of which 
so eloquently writes the fletion fanatic 
comes to regard the tender passion as a 
disorder of the mind or a mere matter 
of imagination. The feminine writer, 
too, has often made her inconspicuous 
consort a victim - “incompatability of 
genius. 

But genius is seldom blamed by the 
novelists themselves for the severing of 
the matrimonial bonds. There is Lloyd 


Osbourne, for instance, whose wife has 


just won a divorce from the stepson of 
Robert Louis Stevenson, blaming her 
marital woes to too much mother-in- 
law.

played a minor role, at least, in this 
latest. divorce drama.

Mrs, Grace MacGowan Cooke, 
marital mixup recenaly occupied space in 
the public prints, does not in any way 
blame her devotion to literary work for 
her husband’s action for divorce. 

Husband and Wife Grown Apart. 

*‘My husband and I have simply grown 
apart and I don’t think it would be fair 
to say I had outgrown him,’ said the 
lady when asked about the proceedings 
against her. 

Twenty years ago a slip of a gir! 
went to Greenville, Tenn., and took a 
tiny studio in which to study art. But 
her art ambitions soon waned when Wil- 
liam P. Cooke, a handsome Virginian, 
with interests in out-of-door sports in 
general and hunting in particular, cam: 
into the life of the girl artist and car- 
ried her off to Chattanooga as his bride. 
There they lived’ happily, the future 
artist acting as bookkeeper in her hus- 
band’s business and drawing the mag- 
nificent salary of $3 weekly. 

Two children, Helen and Catherine, 
came to the contented wife, who soon 
afterward took up the pen that was to 
make her famous. Three years ago Mr. 
and Mrs. Cooke separated, after having 
talked the matter over calmly, both 
agreeing that Mrs. Cooke's literary work 
demanded her presence in New York. 
Devoted to her work, by which she has} 
supported herself and her children, the 
magazine writer calmly accepts her hus- 
band’s accusation of desertion, and sac- 
rifices herself on the altar of divorce 
for her literary inclinations. 

6 Divorces, Marringe, Divorce, 

Rose Cecil O’Netl-Latham-Wilson, the 
noted artist and novelist, frankly ad- 
mits that “incompatibility of genius” is 
responsible for the disrupted domestic 
relations of herself and*her author hus- 
bend, Harry Leon Whison of “The 
Spenders” fame.

But while growing more and more 
incompatible themselves, both Rose 
Cecil O'Neil and Harry Leon Wilson in 
their writings seem to have 
still further their ability to direct the 
course of true love in the case of 
others.

mony. 

Last winter the dramatist and novel- 
igt was the central figure in a real 
life drama as picturesque in plot as the 
p cts of his pen. The mysterious 
veil lady who made the author the

Prosecuting Attorney Johnston of St. Louis 
County is quoted as saying that the report that 
Gov. Folk will send the militia to keep order next 
Runday was written probably at “Alton, Il., by 
one of the nature fakers,” and a “politician” ob- 
jects to the repeated promise of the military with- 
out any performance; the consequence being that 
“the public is getting the impression that we are 
a lot of bandits in a border town, who are op- 
posed to all law and order.” _ 

The public is getting an impression of some 
clean-cut facts which anybody can see who takes 
a trip into the county on Sunday, gotng to places 
where low pleasures and vices are openly ex- 
posed. 

It is not a summer joke, as the, public prose- 
cutor seems to think. Conditions in the county 
are disgraceful. It needs no nature faker to 
paint them in high.colors; the facts are enough. 
The truth is bad enough to satisfy the hungriest 
seeker after sensation, without any exaggeration. 
If the people of the county dislike the noto- 
riéty arising from the Governor's threats to 
call the militia, they should make the threats and 
their execution unnecessary by compelling their 
peace officers to do their duty. It isn't the lid 
that is In question now. It is ruffanism, brawl- 
ing and degrading vice, which discourage the 
visits of decent people from the city on Sun- 
days and make the county a resort of the vi- 
cious on that day.

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IDEAL FOR THE BOSSES. | 

The most conspicuous and significant feature 
of the primary elections in the city was the 
indifference of a majority of the voters. Compar- 
ing the vote of the leading parties, Tuesday, with 
that of eight years ago, not less than 63,000 voters 
—more than half the votes of the city—failed to 
cast their ballots. The Democratic vote, with the 
addition of the ballots of several thousand Re- 
publicans who voted for Democratic candidates, 
was only a little more than half the normal 
Democratic vote. The Republican vote was about 
one-third the normal vote. 

Under these circumstances nothing could be 
expected but the domination of the party bosses 
and their organizations. With a few exceptions 
the Republican organization slate was successful. 
In the Democratic elections the worst elements— 
the Daley-Miles-Butler combine -gained the of- 
fices they most desired. As the Post-Dispatch 
predicted, all of the worst boss influences were 
concentrated on the election of Walsh for Circuit 
Attorney; every possible deal was made in his 
behalf and through a division of the opposition 
yotes between five candidates, Walsh was suc- 
cessful. The fact that nearly two-thirds of the 
total Democratic vote was cast for his opponents 
shows that a concentration of the respectable vote 
on one candidate, even with the light vote cast, 


| would have defeated him. If the Post-Dispatch’s 


counsel had been followed the result would have 
been different. In the division of the respectable 
vote, the selling out of the party through trades 
and bargains made the victory of the combine 
easy. In the shrievalty and other contests in 
which the combine was interested, the situation 
was similar. : 

With public indifference to primary elections 
the present primary law designed to give the 
party voters the opportunity to name their can- 
didates offers, in cities at least, an ideal condi- 
tion for party bosses. Cutting off as it does all 
possibility of bringing out independent candi- 
dates, there is no relief from the result of boss 
combinations unless a third party offers accepta- 
ble substitutes. - 
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The Sultan’s Syrian subjects in New York pro- 
pose to present him with a modern battleship 
to celebrate the grant of a constitution.

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BELATED, BUT WELCOME. 

The investigation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of the terminal and transfer rates 
and conditions between St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, although belated will be welcomed by 
St. Louisans. The Post-Dispatch has insisted 
that the rate of transfer on freight between St. 
Louis and East St. Louis was a proper subject 
of investigation and regulation by the com- 
mission. It has urged the commission to act and 
has urged citizens to demand action. 

Through the Municipal Commission this city 
has solved some of its transportation problems. 
It has removed the greater part of the inequal- 
ities which hampered its commerce. It has ob- 
tained a St. Louis bill of lading and west side 
deliveries, and has eliminated most of the ar- 
bitraries. 

But all that has been accomplished has been 
brought about by negotiations with the railroads. 
The railroads have fixed the rates and conditions. 
They depend upon the voluntary action of the 
railroads. The city is practically at the mercy 
of the railroad, transfer and ferry companies. 
The justice of the rates and conditions and the 
stability of the just rates and conditions should 
be assured by the regulative power of the Gov- 
ernment. A large amount of valuable informa- 
tion about the transfer and terminal conditions 
has been brought out by the Municipal Com- 
mission, and through the Federal suit against 
the Terminal railway combine. It is hoped that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission will ascer- 
tain all the facts and in the light of the facts 
will force the removal of all discriminations and 
unjust conditions. St. Louis is entitled to the 
exercise of the powers of the commission to the 
full extent required to protect the city from mo- 
nopolistic injustice. 
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Union Electric's “new schedules” mark the 
course of a swift toboggan flight for the man 
who. made them, but no visible decline in the 
consumers’ rates to date. 
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WORDS AND FAITH. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement that his acceptance 
speech will not exceed 5300 words is gratifying 
for two reasons. 

In the first place, it indicates his growing con- 
servatism in the use of words, and in the sec- 
ond, it is evidence that he is well satisfied with 
his platform and does not think it necessary to

Yet Lincoln won both elections, and * voter 
was in doubt as to the issues or Lincoln's po- 
sition.

Flour, sugar, sirups, coffee ev- 
erywhere sell at barely half their price 
in Japan. All the usual fruits, most 
vegetables, milk and cream (the Iike of 
which {is not seen in Japan) are all very 
much cheaper than they are here. It is 
hard to think of an item for the table 
(except cut flowers) that is dearer for 
the average householder in America 
than In Japan, while not many items are 
of even equal cost. As for other things, 
tailor-made clothing is very much dearer 
in America, but the average man buys 
his linen, underwear, hosiery and head- 
gear much cheaper in America than io 
Japan. 

“Coal and kerosene are but half as 
costly in America and rent is almost 
everywhere much lo for the average 
man than in vapan.

Calcutta Has Novel Bottles. 
From a Consular Report. 

In furnishing information toncerning 
Calcutta’s supply of the various “‘soft’’ 
drinks, Consul-General William H. Mi- 
chael refers as follows to an improved 
bottle in use: This bottle is so blown as 


to contain in the neck a round glass 
stopper, which is forced upward by the 
one in the bottle and holds the gas per- 

ctly. An expert can remove half the 
contents of one of these bottles, and by 
a shake force the ball up into the neck 
and thus preserve the remaining hai? 
for future use. It is an ingenious device 
and in every way superior to the oid- 
style corks. In opening a bottle a wood- 
en, sup-shaped device, which fits into 
the hollow of the hand and contains 
a short nipple, is placed over and 
against the glass ball stopper am 
pregesed downward. This causes the bali 
to drop down into the neck of the bot- 
tle, prevents too rapid escape of gas 
and foam, and, if only pee of the con- 
tents is required, the ball may be forced 
back into the position as stopper.
